CHARLESTON - Robert C. Howell of 
New Madrid was convicted fear the third 
time by a Mississippi County Circuit Court 
jury Friday on charges of first degree 
murder and assault with malice in a change 
of venue from New Madrid County. 


The jury set punishment at life im­ 
prisonment for the murder of David 
Blankenship and assessed a 30-year sen­ 
tence for the assault with malice charge 
stemming from the shooting of Randy 
Krebs on Nov. 18,1972 near New Madrid. 


Howell was first tried in Mississippi 
County on the murder charge Jan. 30,1973. 
He was found gulty and sentenced to life in 
prison. On March 19, 1973 he was found 
guilty of the assault on Krebs. The con­ 


viction was reversed by the Supreme Court, 
which ruled that the state had not shown 
probable cause for Howell’s warrantless 
arrest and because the trial court erred in 
overruling his attorney’s objection to the 
evidence obtained by the state in unlawful 
searches. 
Howell was arrested Nov. 19,1972 and a 
New Madrid County deputy sheriff went to 
the home of his grandmother and obtained 
some clothing belonging to Howell without a 
search warrant. A gunpowder residue test 
was also performed on Howell at the New 
Madrid County Jail. 
On Sept. 17, 1975 Howell was retried on 
both charges and the jury assessed punish­ 
ment at life imprisoment on both charges. 
The Court of Appeals reversed the con­ 


viction because the gunpowder residue test 
was again used in evidence and on Dec. 6, 
1975 the case was again sent back to Circuit 
Court. 
The shooting incidents occurred Nov. 18, 
1972 on the levee road near New Madrid 
during an argument between the three men 
over the price of three pounds of marijuana, 
which allegedly Blankenship and Krebs 
were going to sell to Howell. 
Howell was in the rear seat of Blanken­ 
ship’s car during the transaction while 
Blankenship and Krebs were seated in 
front. Blankenship was shot in the head 
behind the right ear and was dead at the 
scene. Krebs was shot in the left ear and 
spent several weeks in the hospital before 
recovering.

NEW MADRID - A $1,489,876.61 budget 
for 1977 has been approved by the New 
Madrid County Court. This is an increase of 
$200,687.87 over the 1976 budget, but it does 
not necessarily mean that all of the money 
appropriated will be spent. 
Actual expenditures for all purposes in 
1976 totaled $1,137,048.09 or $152,140.65 less 
than the budget. 
General revenue funds of $672,626.19 have 
been appropriariated by the court for 
payment of proposed expenditures. A total 
of $483,770 has been apportioned for the road 
and bridge fund; and $328,847.42 is set aside 
in the federal revenue-sharing fund. 
In addition, the County Court has ear­ 
marked $4,633 in the anti-recession fiscal 
assistance fund to be used for road 
materials. This amount was received from 
the federal government due to the unem­ 
ployment rate in the county, but no ad­ 
ditional payments are expected. 
Jim W. Farrenburg, county clerk and 
budget officer, stated in his budget message 
that the general revenue fund is in excellent 
monetary condition. 
Cash on hand Jan. 1 amounted to 
$434,206.06, which is approximately $85,000 
more than was on hand on Jan. 1,1976. 
The 
cash on hand, 
together with 


estimated back tax collections of $14,003.08 
and estimated revenues of $544,388.11, bring 
the total resources of the general revenue 
fund for 1977 to$992,592.25. 
Farrenburg said that included in the 
estimated $672,626.19 expenditures from the 
general revenue fund, $100,000 is alloted for 
the emergency fund. This will not be spent 
unless something unforseen occurs during 
the year. 
The sum of $65,000 has been set aside for 
the ambulance service, with $25,000 of this 
amount to be used for the construction of 
two ambulance buildings to house the New 
Madrid and Parma ambulances. Also in­ 
cluded in this amount is the sum of 
$15,176.70 toward the purchase at a new 
ambulance to be stationed at the Sikeston 
hospital. 
The balance of the budget in the general 
revenue fund remains to be used for the 
office holders budgets and the normal 
operating and maintenance expense of the 
county. 
Total resources of the road and bridge 
fund for the current year are estimated to 
be $867,251.59. This includes cash on hand of 
$451,70l.53-an increase at $119,000 over the 
Jan. 1, 1976 balance of $332,701.95-plus 
estimated back tax collections of $9,356.26 


and estimated revenue of $406,193.80. 
Estimated expenditures for the current 
year have been set at $483,770. Of this 
amount $75,000 has been alloted for the 
purchase of new equipment, which includes 
a motorgrader and two new two-ton trucks. 
The sum of $100,000 has been apportioned 
for bridge construction. Also, funds have 
been allocated in the budget to enable the 
county to continue its blacktop road 
program. The remainder of the budget is for 
operating and maintenance expenditures. 
Cash on hand in the revenue sharing fund 
at the start of the year amounted to 
$86,114.90. Anticipated receipts from the 
, federal government amount to $278,076. 
These two amounts together with an­ 
ticipated interest of $1,500 totals $365,690.90 
available for appropriation. 
Proposed expenditures for the current 
year total $328,847.42. Of this amount, 
$163,847.42 is alloted to the sheriff’s 
department for public safety; and $165,000 
is for labor and wages in the public tran­ 
sportation category. 
Should the totals budgeted be spent this 
year, estimated year-end balances will be 
$319,966.06 in the general revenue fund; 
$383,481.59 in the road and bridge fund; and 
$36,843.48 in the revenue sharing fund.

Howell convicted of murder and 
assault; jury recommends life 


CHARLESTON - The Mississippi County 
Court approved a $1,255 million budget for 
the fiscal year 
1977, and 
increase of 
$147,237.50 over the 1976 budget. The 1977 
budget was submitted by County Clerk 
Arthur Lee Goodin last week. 
Total county income for the year is 
estimated at $775,171, a decrease of 
$30,908.57 from estimated income in 1976. 
Goodin said the major reason for the 
decline in current income was a decrease in 
the amount of federal revenue sharing 
funds. The 1976 revenue sharing total was 
$265,329.90, which is expected to decline to 
$227,161 this year. 
Under the budget as approved, the county 
would cut its $854,355.89 balance at the 
beginning of 1977 down to $374,203.90. 
The only major increase in the depart­ 
ment budget was for the sheriff’s depart­ 
ment. Allotted for the department this year 
was $114,017.50, an increase of $25,892 over 
last year’s allotment of $88,125.50. The in­ 
crease is the result of salary increases for 
deputies and $10,000 for jail repairs. Circuit 
Judge Marshall Craig has ordered salary 
increases for the three mate deputies from 
$6,900 to $9,600 per year; a $475 salary for 
the female deputy and $100 per month fora 
part-time deputy. 
A $42,000 increase in the buildings and 


grounds budget was explained by the 
possibility of major repairs to the Cour­ 
thouse, including a new furnace. 
Other major increases are in the “other 
expenses” 
and 
‘‘emergency 
Fund” 
categories. Goodin said these items were 
increased to take care of possible major 
expenditures which have been discussed by 
the County Court but on which no action has 
been taken. 
Ambulance service costs show an in­ 
crease of almost $11,000 due to the need to 
purchase a new ambulance and an eight per 
cent salary increase for personneU. 
The landfill budget shows a decrease of 
$20,000 due to the purchase at capital 
equipment from a special federal grant 
instead of from revenue sharing funds as 
had been anticipated. 
Goodin said that since the voters turned 


down a tax to support the landfill and the 
maintenance of trash collection sites 
throughout the county, the court had 
decided not to purchase or lease such sites 
with the federal grant funds. Instead the 
funds will be used to purchase a caterpillar 
for the landfill. 
In his budget message Goodin said that 
officer holders have done an excellent job 
in turning back funds that were ap­ 
propriated but not needed each yaar. 
However the funds must be included in the 
budget if they might be needed during the 
year. For example, $10,000 has be allocated 
for election expenses and no county elec­ 
tions are scheduled in 1977 but the funds 
would be available should it be necessary to 
call a special election. Similar “possible” 
expenses are found in other areas of the 
budget.

BLOOMFIELD - In response toa request 
made in November of 1976 by the board of 
education the City Council Thursday night 
approved an ordinance changing traffic 
regulations around the schools.. 
The new ordinance calls for a speed limit 
of 10 mites per hour on Seneca street from 
west of Delaware Street to School Street ; on 
School Street from Seneca Street south to 
Court Street; and on Court Street from 
School Street to Pearl Street. 
On School days, from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m., 
periling is no longer allowed on the west 
side of school Street between Seneca Street 
and Court Street or on either side of Court 
Street from the intersection of School Street 
and west for 20 feet. 
The ordinance also authorized that a stop 
sign be placed at the intersection of School 
St. and Court St. for those driving south on 
School Street. 
Upon conviction, punishment for violation 
of the ordinanace is a maximum $100 fine or 
up to one year in jail. 
When making the request last year 
superintendent Robert McCormick said the 
reason for the request was to keep traffic 
down in the area as much as possible on 
school days. 
Other ordinances passed Thursday night 
by the council included one vacating a 
portion of Center Street from Prairie Street 


west to Barbara Street and one making it 
unlawful to steal within the city limits. 
Darrel Young who lives on Court Street 
first brought up a problem of illegal dum­ 
ping in early November of 1976, but by 
Thursday night still had not gained a 
solution to the problem. 
Alderman Larry Lancaster reported that 
a represenive of the Division of Natural 
Resources had looked the sitution over and 
declared the area an illegal open dump. 
The problem was discussed at length with 
the council recommending Young to take 
legal action against his neighbor, who is 
apparently responsible for the trash being 
dumped. 
Young was told to talk to the city attorney 
and sign a complaint. 
Ron Yersak, planning director of the 
Bootheel Regional Planning Commission 
(BRPC) of Malden, presented a contract to 
the council for a comprehensive study of the 
city to be made. 
Without it, Yersak said, the city could not 
participate in federal funding programs. 
It was decided some time ago to have 
such a plan drawn up, but at that time the 
BRPC could not get around to it. Since then 
two new members have joined the council. 
The council postponed making a decision 
until the alderman could look at the con­ 
tract closer.

TOWARD CHINA 
Confucius (or somebody) said that the longest journey 
begins with a single step. 
Since 1972, the United States and China have taken a 
number of small steps on the journey toward normal 
diplomatic and other relations between the two coun­ 
tries. One of the latest is an “unprecedented” agreement 
that has cleared the way for the first visit of a Western 
ship to a Chinese port since 1949. 
It is unprecedented because it is the result of initiatives 
not by U.S. diplomats but by a private cruise line. 
On Feb. 25, the luxury liner MTS Danae will sail up the 
Pearl River carrying 220 passengers, including 120 
Americans, to Whampoa. From there they will be driven 
toKwangchow (Canton) for two nights and three days in 
that south China city. 
According to the ship’s owners, Carras, who took their 
case directly to Chinese officials in Peking, the 
agreement demonstrates that “private efforts can 
successfully complement government efforts to build 
bridges of understanding between peoples. 
“Unrestricted travel by Americans in China can carry 
the message of international goodwill across cultural 
barriers and contribute to improved relations with 
China.”

PANAMA AND CARTER’S 
CREDIBILITY

The issues of credibility and 
foreign policy will be joined in 
the next few weeks when 
President Carter faces what to 
do about a new treaty with 
Panama over ownership of the 
U.S. canal. 
When campaigning for the 
presidency, 
Mr. 
Carter 
solemnly promised, “I would 
never give up complete control 
or practical control of the 
Panama Canal Zone." 
Yet even before Mr. Carter 
moved into the White House, he 
named Gale W. McGee, former 
senator from Wyoming, 
as 
ambassador to the Organization 
of American States. 
Because of McGee’s known 
views, this appointment was 
interpreted as a signal that Mr. 
Carter has decided to capitulate 
to Panamanian demands that 
we surrender ownership of our 
canal. 
Mr. Carter then appointed Sol 
M. Linowitz as co-negotiator 
with Ambassador 
Ellsworth 
Bunker to speed completion of 
the giveaway treaty. The 
Linowitz appointment was a 
further sign that Mr. Carter is 
pressing hard to consummate 
the 
eight-point 
preliminary 
agreement signed by Henry 
Kissinger in 1974 under which 
we would turn over control and 
opeatadon of the Canal Zone and 
the canal to Panama. 
Linowitz was chairman of the 
Commission 
on U.S.-Latin 
American Relations, a private 
group that issued a news- 
making report in December, 
1976, calling on the new Carter 
administration to hurry up and 
sign a new treaty with Panama, 
and also abandon the Monroe 
Doctrine in favor of a "global" 
view of the world. 
One of the arguments used by 
promoters 
of 
the 
canal 
giveaway is that, if we don’t 
cave in, the Panamanians will 
attempt to take the canal by 
force and we would have to send 
100,000 troops to defend it. 
Knowledgeable observers laugh 
at that kind of scare talk, saying 
that all the United States would 
have to do is to cut off 
replacement parts and am­ 
munition to the Panamanian 


dictator, and he would be 
helpless. 
A survey of the historical 
record of Panama should be 
enough to discourage us from 
giving its dictator any control 
over our canal in which we have 
invested nearly 87 billion. In its 
73-year history, Panama has 
had 59 chiefs of state. 
The current dictator, Gen. 
Omar 
Torrijos, 
never 
was 
elected. 
He seized power 
illegally from the duly elected 
president in 1968. He allows only 
one political party in Panama, 
the Communist Party. In 1976 
Torrijos, with a retinue of 200 
Panamanians, made a public 
showing of unity with Fidel 
Castro by a state visit to 
Havana. 
One hidden joker in the 
Panama negotiations is the fi­ 
nancial cost. As long as we have 
absolute ownership of the canal, 
we can quickly move our naval 
ships between the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans as the need 
requires. 
As aptly pointed out by Lt. 
Gen. V.H. Krulak, USMC, Ret., 
in 
the 
scholarly 
journal 
Strategic 
Review, 
"Without 
absolute control of the canal and 
the essential contiguous land, 
the United States could not 
accept the hazard of a one-ocean 
navy. It would be essential at 
once to initiate construction of 
fleets independently able to 
meet a crisis in either the 
Atlantic or Pacific - a massive 
expenditure which we are now 
spared only because of our 
control of the canal." 
Last November William R. 
Drummond, a Canal Zone 
policeman, filed suit against 
President Ford, Secretary of 
State 
Kissinger, 
and 
Ambassador Bunker to prevent 
the giveaway of our Canal Zone 
to 
Panama. 
Subsequently 
Drummond’s automobile was 
bombed. 
Now a group of U.S. senators 
and congressmen, led tty Sen. 
Jesse Helms, has filed a similar 
suit in Washington, D.C. This 
would indicate that retiring U.N. 
Ambassador William Scranton 
was on target when he said 
recently 
that 
opposition 
is 
growing in the United States to a 
new treaty on the canal and it 
may be difficult to get it ratified 
by the Senate.

A rational voter will vote on 
the basis of real and central 
issues-those that affect the 
continued 
existence 
of 
the 
American Way. He will not base 
his vote on the appeal of a 
splinter plank in a platform. 
Ideally, there would be no block 
votes aimed at achieving 
narrowly self-serving goals. All 
voters would concern them­ 
selves 
first 
with 
the 
per­ 
petuation of the system by 
supporting candidates who 
promise strength rather than 
destroy it. 
The American Way differs 
from other systems principally 
in the fact that Constitutional 
protection from governmental 
interference allows an in­ 
dividual to achieve to the limits 
of his capabilities and am­ 
bitions. 
The 
successful 
achievers then provide em­ 
ployment for those with less 
talent, ability or ambition. 
The 
Constitution 
also 
guarantees-or did prior to some 
injudicious 
interpretation-that 
the individual may enjoy the 
fruits of his labor and make his 
own 
decisions 
concerning 
personal matters. The fact is 
that the principal thrust of the 
Constitution is in limiting the 
government’s power to force the 
individual to do anything! 
But, in a democratic society, 
the rights of the individual are 
safe only so long as the moral 
quality of the voting majority is 
high. And the quality of the 
majority is reflected in the 
issues and candidates that they 
support! 
When a voter supports a 
candidate who promises to take 
more from those who strive 
most, and give it to those who 
strive least, he is more blatantly 
and contemptibly immoral than 
a pickpocket! To forcibly take 
from the rich to give to the poor 
has all the moral justification of 
a bank robbery! And the fact 
that it is done by law does not 
mitigate its immorality. 
A basic truth that many 
Americans have forgotten, 
never understood, or refuse to 
recognize, is that no one has a 
right to anything that belongs to 
someone else, or that someone 
else has produced. Is it more 
moral to mug a rich man than a 
poor one? 
Rights, in general, define and 
protect a man’s freedom of 
action, 
but 
impose 
no 
obligations on other men. This is 
what freedom is all about! And 
we’re losing it through the rule 
of the new majority-that com­ 
bination of those huge more-for- 
me groups. One man’s “right” 
cannot 
be 
another 
man’s 
shackles Not in a free society. 
To retain those rights that are 
morally ours and guaranteed by 
the Constitution, we must 
ascertain which candidates will 
support those rights and the 
economic system that make 
them meaningful. Then, we 
must support their candidacy, 
endorsing them to our friends, 
and, finally, voting for them. 
Too many of us who are 
happily dependent upon free 
enterprise for our livelihood 
illogically deduce that in­ 
dustry’s political problems are 
not our problems. 
I, for one. enjoy the “golden 
eggs” of the free enterprise 
system. I’m not about to support 


candidates who have promised 
to strangle the "goose.”

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Smell of Competition Frightens Perfumers

WASHINGTON - The corpor­ 
ate giants who dominate the 
billion-dollar-a-year perfume in­ 
dustry couldn’t stand the smell of 
a little competition. 
They quietly put the squeeze on 
a small businessman who suc­ 
ceeded in duplicating their ex­ 
pensive perfumes and selling 
them at cut-rate prices The cos­ 
metics tycoons pressured sup­ 
pliers not to provide him with 
perfume and urged newspapers 
not to run his ads. 
The conspiracy against Mur­ 
ray Poznak can be documented 
directly from conversations 
which he secretly recorded. We 
have listened to the tape record­ 
in g 
The enterprising Poznak 
thought he had a million-dollar 
idea. He would duplicate the 
fragrances of famous perfumes 
and offer them to low-budget 
customers. 
It was all quite legal. It would 
also have been quite profitable if 
the big perfume companies had 
left him alone. Poznak began to 
advertize brazenly. “We want 
Chanel No. 5 customers.” Then 
he bottled a delicate fragrance 
similar to Chanel No. 5 and 
labeled the substitute “Copy 
Cat.” 
An ounce of Chanel No. 5 costs 
$40, but Poznak offered the same 
aroma for $16. Moreover, 
Poznak perfumes were as 
fragrant and lasted as long as 


the famous brands. 
As sales began to escalate, 
Poznak suddenly had trouble 
getting supplies. Commitments 
were abruptly cancelled. A 
salesman for one large perfume 
maker, the Givaudan Corpora­ 
tion, told Poznak bluntly “I’m so­ 
rry, but the pressure is too great, 
and the company does not want 
to supply you.” 
Frustrated, Poznak arranged 
a meeting with Givaudan’s 
president, Norman Grief, who 
reiterated the new policy. “I am 
afraid," said Grief, “that if it 
became known that we were 
supplying fragrances to your 
company ... it could hurt us. 1 
have taUced to two people, both 
presidents of large fragrances 
and cosmetics companies ... and 
both of them told me that it 
would probably hurt the rela­ 
tionship that we have.” 
“Which com panies were 
they?” demanded Poznak. 
“Revlon and Chanel,” replied 
Grief. “They both were ex­ 
tremely concerned about the ob­ 
vious impact that your business 
will have on them” He said 
other perfume companies, whose 
business was worth millions to 
him, had also pressured him not 
to supply Poznak’s company, 
Sherrell Perfumers. 
The aggressive Poznak. posing 
as a perfume supplier, called the 
perfumers’ trade association, 
Fragrance Foundation. A hid­ 


den tape recorder picked up his 
conversation with A nnette 
Green, a foundation official. The 
undercover Poznak asked her 
whether he should fill an order 
for Sherrell Perfumers. 
Green advised against it. 
“You're just one of a number 
that have called.” she said, “and 
the general feeling is, no. we 
shouldn't cooperate with them." 
But she added cautiously: 
“Legally we have to be ver> 
careful." 
She explained how the leading 
perfumers felt about the sudden 
appearance of Copy Cat on the 
m arket. “ You start selling 
famous fragrances for $5 or $6, 
copies of them ... 1 mean it’s just 
the law of diminishing returns." 
Copy Cat was also frozen out of 
some of the nation’s top newspa­ 
pers and magazines. Off the 
record, the ad salesmen told 
Poznak that their publicatioas 
were under tremendous pres­ 
sure. As one salesman put it, 
"What do you think I am. crazy? 1 
am not going to jeopardize my 
Chanel advertising and others 
by accepting yours.” 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson. D.-Wis.. 
who has been investigating the 
anti-competitive practices of the 
perfume industry, has turned the 
case over to the Federal Trade 
Commission. Meanwhile. Poznak 
has been put out of business, and 
the big companies are continu­ 
ing to charge top dollar for their 
perfumes. The threat of Poaiak’s 
cheaper imitations has been 
eliminated. 
Yet the FTC, we have learned, 
has dropped the investigation. A 
confidential FTC memo cites an 
explanation from Norman Grief 
that he “had not wished to be so 
blunt with Mr. Poznak and. 
therefore, had responded with 
the story of competitor pres­ 
sure.” 
In other words, the FTC ac­ 
cepted Griefs attempt to explain 
away the damaging, taped state* 


ments. The FTC didn’t even ask 
him why, if he was under no 
pressure, he had refused to sup­ 
ply Poznak. One investigator told 
our associate. Howie Kurtz, that 
he had seen “antitrust cases 
brought on one fraction of the 
evidence we have here." 
Footnote: The frustrated 
Poznak, unable to get action 
from the governm ent, has 
brought civil suits against 
several major perfume com­ 
panies. Because the suit is still 
pending, none of the parties in­ 
volved would talk to as about the 
matter. 
Watch on Waste: The 
Veterans Administration can no 
longer cope with the paperwork 
of distributing $14 billion in 
checks to veterans each year. So 
the beleaguered bureaucrats 
have asked for $94 million to set 
up a computer system to help 
process the checks. 
The fancy, five-citv computer 
system, called Target, is already 
off target. The projected cost, for 
example, has jumped from $50 
million to $94 million. Worse, 
governm ent auditors have 
warn«! in a confidential report 
that Target will lose $40 million 
over the next 10 years. 
So far, the Veterans Adminis­ 
tration is building only a pilot 
project. But our sources say 
there is a good chance that the 
entire system will be killed. The 
General Accounting Office found 
so many flaws with Target that 
officials quietly warned congres­ 
sional aides that the project was 
a mess. 
Footnote The Veterans Ad­ 
ministration. reacting to the crit­ 
icism. is scaling down the cost to 
$77 million. A spokesman in­ 
sisted: "The thing will save 
money" by reducing personnel 
and im proving se rv ic e to 
veterans. Reps. John Moss. D.- 
Califi, and Charles Rose. D.-N.C.. 
are keeping an eye on the pro­ 
ject. 


Scoop Jackson’s Troops: 
Labor chiefs warn Carter to 
get tough with the Soviets 
WASHINGTON— Once more, 
this time on a world front, 
Jimmy Carter is feeling the hot, 
angry breath of George Meany, 
labor’s chief of chiefs, who 
never shies from a cold war on 
the Soviets. 
Insiders are fascinated by 
Meany's swift drumbeat assault 
on Mr. Carter’s foreign policy. 
If the White House inner guard 
hasn’t done its homework and 
familiarized 
itself with 
the 
strength of Meany’s own foreign 
office, Mr. Carter.much like all 
Presidents since Harry Truman, 
will find himself stonewalled by 
labor’s power to block State 
Department foreign policies. 
Moving rapidly in the past few 
weeks, 
the 
AFL-CIO 
has 
demanded that America’s UN 
ambassador, Andrew Young, 
call for a General Assembly 
denunciation of, and insist on the 
ouster 
of, 
Soviet-occupied 
Czechoslovakia from the world 
organization. 
Then one of Meany’s trusted 
colleagues, 
Joe 
Power, 
president of a building trades 
union, excoriated “this phony 
policy” of detente with the 
Soviets. 
Finally, after zeroing in on 
Ted Sorensen's fiasco bid for the 
CIA directorship, 
Meany’s 
forces began fighting the ap­ 
pointment of Paul Warnke as 
director of the Arms Control and 
Disarmament Agency. Thus the 
labor movement’s top leader­ 
ship 
is 
challenging 
Jimmy 
Carter directly in a field far 
from the collective bargaining 
table and the picket line. Thus 
American labor attempts to 
block the appointment of one 
whom 
President 
Carter 
believes to be “the best man in 
the country for the job” as chief 
strategic arms negotiator with 
the Russians. 
Lest anyone believe all this is 
merely a rhetorical tempest, 
remember that the AF L-CIO’s 
M aritim e 
D e p a rtm e n t 
boycotted 
the 
shipment 
of 
American wheat to the Soviets. 
This forced ex-President Ford to 
call a grain export moratorium. 
The maritime and waterfront 
union chiefs did it once. They 
can do it again. Further they 
talk constantly of boycotting 
shipments to Arab lands if 
Middle Eastern oil merchants 
tighten their petroleum spigots. 
But that gets ahead of this story. 
I note it here to make a point few 
contemplate until these boycotts 
flash into the international 
headlines and presidential 
election campaigns. 
There isn’t any doubt these 
days that the AFL-CIO and its 
old fraternity broth«*, Sen. 
Scoop Jackson, 
are back 
together in a common fight on 
the Soviets. It was the AFL-CIO 
inner circle which opened the 
attack 
on 
Paul 
Warnke. 
Actually, it was the AFL-CIO 
that whipped up the now famous 
“anonymous” document which, 
in effect, attacks Warnke as soft 
on the U.S.S.R. and in retreat on 
a policy of constantly moder­ 
nizing the American defense 
system. 
Meany hasn’t forgotten that 
Warnke was Sen. McGovern’s 
shadow 
cabinet 
national 
security adviser during the 1972 
presidential 
campaign. 
But 
many„ including Jimmy Carter 


and his foreign policy coun­ 
selors, 
have 
forgotten 
that 
Meany and most of the top labor 
leadership loathe McGovern and 
never will forgive him for the 
raucous, 
booing, 
hooting 
treatment 
given 
the 
labor 
delegation 
at 
the 
1972 
Democratic national convention 
in Miami. 
So the labor officials chose one 
of

tenberg basically for the AF L- 
CIO’s political machine, COPE, 
to get Scoop Jackson nominated. 
Wattenberg for years now has 
been 
the 
political 
strategy 
briefing consultant for COPE 
The “coalition” was designed to 
bring together the Democratic 
party 
"m ainstream ," 
the 
regulars 
and 
the 
AFL-CIO 
political action leaders of the 
Kennedy-Johnson years. 
Today 
Wattenberg 
is 
the 
coalition's 
co-chairman 
Its 
executive director is young 
Penn Kemble. He is right out of 
the AFL-CIO inner circle. For 
some years he led its youth 
front, 
oddly 
enough 
called 
Frontlash. It organized in the 
cities and on university cam­ 
puses. 
It worked among the young 
voters just as the AFL-ClO's A. 
Philip 
Randolph 
Institute 
operated in the nation's black 
communities. Its brains, money, 
manpower and all the nuts, bolts 
and nitty-gritty which go into a 
sprawling 
political 
machine 
during voter retistration and 
campaign time were supplied by 
the AFL-CIO people. 
As 
for the 
"anonymous" 
document attacking President 
Carter’s “crucial” man War­ 
nke, it was wrought by one of 
this country's sharpest political 
minds, young or old - the youth­ 
ful Josh Muravchik. He’s from 
New York originally. He’s of the 
warp and woof of the labor 
movement. He’s as much part of 
the family as any of Meany's 
older long-time assistants. 
For some time he worked for 
the coalition, mostly to round up 
convention delegates for Scoop 
Jackson -- the toughest anti- 
Soviet 
hawk 
in 
official 
Washington. Then Muravchik 
went over to work for his good 
friend, the labor movement's 
very own, New York Sen. Pat 
Moynihan. 
No one in this circle would 
have blasted Warnke without 
Meany’s personal approval. Not 
Muravchik. Not Kemble. Not 
Wattenberg. This is an obvious 
challenge to the new President. 
If not a challenge, at least a 
clear and present warning. In 
effect, what Meany, and his 
second-in-com m and 
Lane 
Kirkland, and the Maritime 
Trades union chiefs, et al., are 
saying is: We lost out when 
James Schlesinger wasn’t ap­ 
pointed Secretary of Defense. 
We lost out on othe policy ap­ 
pointments. We may lose on 
Warnke. 
But Jimmy Carter now is on 
notice that the powerful AFL- 
CIO is at war with the Soviets. 
No smoking gun. But there are 
other way to bargain.

DEXTER— In a preliminary 
budget discussion Tuesday 
night, Supt Thurston Hill told 
Dexter school board members 
that, as he interprets it, a 
revised sc hod finance bill in­ 
troduced in the Missouri House 
of Representatives by Rep. P. 
Wayne Goode of Normandy, 
would benefit the Dexter school 
district. 
The proposed bill seeks to 
eliminate inequities that have 
arisen under the present school 
f oundation program, Hill said. 
The 
current 
financing 
program, which developed from 
recommendations of the 1968 
Governor’s Conference on 
Education, was set up to make 
state money available for 
“equalizing” 
the amount 
available for the education of 
each pupil in the state, in rich 
and poor districts alike. 
Under the program, school 
districts are guaranteed from 
the state a minimum of $400 per 
pupil each year, based on 
average 
daily 
attendance 
figures. With funds generated 
from 
additional 
financing 
factors, particularly from an 
incentive formula built into the 
present financing law, wealthy 
school districts have far more 
I than the minimum $400 a year to 
spend for the education of its 
children. 
The average yearly ex­ 
penditure per pupil in the state 
is around $1,200. In some school 
districts in St. Louis county, the 
expenditure is as high as $4,000. 
The Dexter school district is 
spending an average of $916 per 
pupil.

Top adviser says: 
Military life can 
be aid to faith 


NEW YORK (AP) -T h e top 
adviser on religious affairs in 
the armed forces, Maj. Gen. 
Henry J. Meade, says military 
life these days in some ways is 
more sustaining to faith than 
the mixed civilian environment. 
“There are better opportun­ 
ities for it,” he says. “The very 
way we’re structured lends 
greater acceptability to reli­ 
gious involvement.” 
In contrast to the varied and 
fluid civilian atmosphere, he 
notes that “the military is an 
ordered, disciplined society,” 
and he adds: 
“People who opt to live in it 
do so not only for the organ­ 
izational values but for the 
spiritual values that it pro­ 
vokes.” 
Meade, the Air Force chief of 
chaplains and also chairman of 
the Armed Forces chaplains 
board including the Army and 
Navy chiefs of chaplains, says 
military life also stirs closer 
cross-denominational unity.

budget was submitted by County Clerk 
Arthur Lee Goodin last week. 
Total county income for the year is 
estimated 
at $775,171, a 
decrease of 
$30.908 57 from estimated income in 1976 
Goodin said the major reason for the 
decline in current income was a decrease in 
the amount of federal revenue sharing 
funds The 1976 revenue sharing total was 
$265.329 90, which is expected to decline to 
$227,161 this year 
Under the budget as approved, the county 
would cut its $854.355 89 balance at the 
beginning of 1977 down to $374.203 90 
The only major increase in the depart­ 
ment budget was for the sheriff’s depart 
ment Allotted for the department this year 
was $114.017 50, an increase of $25.892 over 
last year's allotment of $88,125.50 The in­ 
crease is the result of salary increases for 
deputies and $10,000 for jail repairs Circuit 
Judge Marshall Craig has ordered salary 
increases for the three male deputies from 
$6,900 to $9.600 per year, a $475 salary for 
the female deputy and $100 per month fora 
part-time deputy 
A $42,000 increase in the buildings and 


grounds budget was explained by the 
possibility of major repairs to the Cour­ 
thouse, including a new furnace 
Other major increases are in the "other 
expenses’’

categories Goodin said these items were 
increased to take care of possible major 
expenditures which have been discussed by 
the County Court but on which no action has 
been taken 
Ambulance service costs show an in­ 
crease of almost $11,000 due to the need to 
purchase a new ambulance and an eight per 
cent salary increase for personnell 
The landfill budget shows a decrease of 
$20.000 due to the purchase of capital 
equipment from a special federal grant

Goodin said that since the voters turned 


down a tax to support the landfill and the

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BLOOMFIELD - In response to a request 
made in November of 1976 by the board of 
education the City Council Thursday night

The> quietly put the squeeze on 
a small businessman who sue* 
eeeded in duplicating their ex- 
fiensive perfumes and selling 
them at cut rate prices. The cos­ 
metics tycoon* pressured sup­ 
pliers not to provide hum with 
perfume and urged newspapers 
not to run his ads 
The conspiracy against Mur 
ray Pnznak can he documented 
d ire c tly from co n v ersatio n s 
which he secretly recorded We 
have listened to the tape record­ 
ings 
T he e n te rp risin g Poznak 
thought he had a million-dollar 
idea 
He would duplicate the 
fragrances of famous perfumes 
and offer them to low-hudget 
customers 
It was all c|uite legal If would 
also have been quite profitable if 
the big perfume companies had 
left him alone Poznak began to 
advertize brazenly: “We want 
Chanel No 5 customers.” Then 
he bottled a delicate fragrance 
similar to Chanel No 5 and 
labeled the substitute "Copy 
C at" 
An ounce of Chanel No. 5 costs 
$40. but Pomak offered the same 
a ro m a 
for $16 
M oreover, 
Poznak p erfu m es w ere as 
fragrant and lasted as long as 


the famous brands 
As sales began to escalate, 
Poznak suddenly had trouble 
getting supplies Commitments 
w ere abruptly cancelled 
A 
salesman for one large perfume 
maker, the Givaudan Corpora­ 
tion, told Poznak bluntly “I’m so­ 
rry, but the pressure is too great, 
anti the company does not want 
to supply you " 
Frustrated. Pir/nak arranged 
a m eeting with G ivaudan’s 
president 
Norman Grief, who 
reiterated the new policy “I am 
afraid,” said Grief, “that if it 
became known that we were 
supplying fragrances to your 
company ... it could hurt us I 
have talked to two people, both 
presidents of large fragrances 
and cosmetics companies 
and 
both of them told me that it 
would probably hurt tfie rela­ 
tionship that we have." 
"W h ic h c o m p a n ie s w e re 
they ’" demanded Poznak 
“Revlon anti Chanel,” replied 
G rief "They both w ere ex­ 
tremely concerned about the ob­ 
vious impact that your basin«* 
will have on them ” He said 
other perfume companies, whose 
business was worth millions to

Calll<* farmers suffer severe loss 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo (AP) — Nearly one-fourth of the state's 
I cattle farmers experienced severe livestock losses during January, 
| a state agriculture statistician says 
And it's the bitter weather rather than the drought conditions 
which are compounding Missouri's agricultural problems, officials 
say. 
More than 50 per cent of the farmers reported moderate livestock 
losses in the Missouri Crop Reporting Service’s first survey 
livestock losses, according to Don Bay, state statistician for the 
service One western Missouri farmer said 26 head drowned when 
the ice on one of his snow-covered ponds collapsed in January 
Cattle were subjected to other hardships in the state’s hard winter 
when low temperatures during the fall hindered the growth of hay 
and roughage More than half of the state reported shortages of hay 
and roughage, which are essential to the feeding of livestock when 
pasture land is covered with snow 
The cattle industry in the state is the major concern right now of 
the state Agriculture Department, officials there say. A lack 
water has forced 16 per cent of the state’s 137,000 farmers to haul 
water for their cattle, Bay says 
Nearly all of the topsoil and subsoil in the state is short of water 
according to Bay, with the greatest shortages occurring in the 
northern part of the state.

Dexter school hoard hurt 
by newly revised finance bill 


DEXTER— In a preliminary 
budget discussion Tuesday 
night, Supt. Thurston Hill told 
Dexter school board members 
that, as he interprets it, a 
revised school finance bill in­ 
troduced in the Missouri House 
of Representatives by Rep. P. 
Wayne Goode of Normandy, 
would benefit the Dexter school 
district. 
The proposed bill seeks to 
eliminate inequities that have 
arisen under the present school 
foundation program, Hill said. 
The 
current 
financing 
program, which developed from 
recommendations of the 1968 
G overnor’s 
Conference 
on 
Education, was set up to make 
state money available for 
“ equalizing” 
the am ount 
available for the education of 
each pupil in the state, in rich 
and poor districts alike. 
Under the program, school 
districts are guaranteed from 
the state a minimum of $400 per 
pupil 
each 
year, based on 
average 
daily 
attendance 
figures With funds generated 
from 
additional 
financing 
factors, particularly from an 
incentive formula built into the 
present financing law, wealthy 
school districts have far more 
than the minimum $400 a year to 
spend for the education of its 
children. 
The 
average 
yearly 
ex­ 
penditure per pupil in the state 
is around $1,200 In some school 
districts in St Louis county, the 
expenditure is as high as $4,000. ■ 
The Dexter school district is 
spending an average of $916 per 
pupil 
For school districts to get this 
tax incentive money from the 
state (amounting to $14 per 
pupil), counties are required

NEW YO RK (A P ) —The top 
adviser on religious affairs in 
the armed forces, Maj. Gen. 
Henry J. Meade, says military 
life these days in some ways is 
more sustaining to faith than 
the mixed civilian environment. 
“ There are better opportun­ 
ities for it." he says. “ The very
